The su p port of the chu rches 
of the city has been withd rawn from 
the Army . 
Two d ifferent meetings were held . 
In the afternoon the ministers met 
with the Army officials at the First 
Presby terian 
chu rch 
becau se 
the 
Army d emand ed a hearing so that it 
cou ld present its 
v ersion 
of 
the 
Mitchell case before the Association 
p assed its v erd ict finally . 
At this session Miss Anna Bohan­ 
non and James Lock e, both of whom 
for y ears were activ ely engaged in 
the Pearl street chu rch, presented the 
situ ation as it is now and as it was 
when they were tak ing p art. 
Their 
statements were in effeet that 
the 
work was not being carried on as 
effectiv ely as it once was. 
Following the su mmary d ismissal, 
withou t cau se, of the former cap tain 
here, the ministerial association, af­ 
ter giv ing Captain Mitchell a hearing, 
withd rew its su p p ort from the Army 
and annou nced that it 
wou ld 
not 
stand responsible for any part in the 
annu al 
bu d get. 
The 
association 
stated then that it felt Capt. Mitchell 
was d ismissed becau se his stipend to 
state head q u arters was 
not 
large 
enou gh. 
Yesterd ay afternoon at the 
con­ 
ference it was su ggested by the min­ 
isterial association that the Salv ation 
Army withd raw all together from the 
city and leav e its work to the chu rch­ 
es. The association feels the 
work 
cou ld be tak en care of better by a 
combined effort of the chu rches than 
u nd er the present plan. 
The Salv ation Army consid ered the 
su ggestion of the association, bu t ac­ 
ted on it u nfav orably at the night 
meeting. The Army will continu e its 
post here, bu t will ex pect no assist­ 
ance from the chu rches.

gy , In sessio n In Philadelphia, that it 
was po ssible to remo v e ev ery dro p o f 
blo o d fro m a liv ing animal, clean the 
blo o d o f its impurities and return it 
to the animal witho ut interrupting the 
heart Beats. 
The demo nstratio n was made o n a 
fo g. 
The demo nstrato rs were Pro fes­ 
so r J. J. Abel and two o f his co lleagues, 
Dr. L. G. Ro untree and Dr. B. B. Tur­ 
ner, all o f Jo hns Ho pkins.

ex periment they had ev ery dro p o f 
blo o d o ut o f the do g’s bo dy and co urs­ 
ing thro ugh a co il o f tubes who se co n­ 
nected length measured nearly fifty 
feet.

Scientists who watched the demo n­ 
stratio n in wo nder saw the entire cir­ 
culatio n o f an animal go ing o n in glass 
tubes o utside the animal’s bo dy and

beating 
while

watched it 
At the same time, by the use o f a 
salt so lutio n, thro ugh which the blo o d 
was co ursing, the animal’s blo o d was 
being purified o f sugar, urea and all 
Jiffusable materials. 
By v ary ing the 
so lutio n and sending the blo o d thro ugh 
chemicals o f different so rts, o ther kinds 
o f po iso ns can be remo v ed fro m the 
blo o d by the same pro cess. 
Pro fesso r Abel and his co lleagues 
wo uld v enture no predictio n as to a 
practical applicatio n o f their metho d. 
Scientists who witnessed the demo n­ 
stratio n, ho wev er, did no t co nceal their 
enthusiasm o v er the channel o f o p­ 
po rtunity o pened up by the Baltimo re 
men. 
“ If this metho d o f diffusio n remo v es 
urea fro m the blo o d,” said o ne, “ it 
can be used as a cure fo r uraemia. By 
v ary ing the chemical the same pro cess 
can be used to remo v e aceto ne fro m 
the blo o d, the po iso n asso ciated with 
nephritis.”

I)r. A. J. Carlso n o f the Univ ersity 
o f Chicago demo nstrated 011 himself 
the efficiency o f a hunger testing ma­ 
chine, which is his o wn inv entio n. 
Dr. Carlso n defined hunger as a sen 
satio n which arises In the sto mach, 
w hile appetite, he ex plained, is a nerv - 
3us pheno meno n o f the brain. He swnl- 
lo wed a small cigar shaped rubber bal­ 
lo o n which had been fitted with lo ng 
rubber tubes, inflated the ballo o n in 
his sto mach thro ugh the tubes and 
then attached the latter to sensitized» 
paper. 
Hunger, he said, caused the muscles 
o f the sto mach to grip the ballo o n and 
driv e o ut the air which registered the 
amo unt o f hunger 011 the sensitized 
paper. 


U p se ts O ld Brain Theories. 
In a recent paper rend befo re the 
American Phy sio lo gical so ciety o f the 


Univ ersity o f Pennsy lv ania by Dr. E. 
Linden Melius o f Jo hns Ho pkins uni­ 
v ersity he co ntradicted the theo ry ac­ 
cepted by many scientists that the In­ 
tellectual pro wess o f human beings de 
po nds to a large ex tent o n the co n­ 
v o lutio ns and size o f the brain. 
His 
anno uncement was assumed to hav e 
o i» ened up an entirely new field fo r 
scientific research. 
“ The theo ry that the weight o f a 
brain has any thing to do with its ef­ 
ficiency .” Dr. Melius said, “ was o f 
co urse ex plo ded lo ng ago . 
The later 
theo ry , generally accepted, that intri­ 
cate co nv o lutio ns were a sign o f brain 
po wer o r efficiency seems based rath­ 
er 011 the desire fo r anato mic ex plao a j 


tio n than o n any pro curable facts. 
I 
hav e inv estigated co unties« brains o f 
ill classes o f indiv iduals, and I hav e 
v et to meet with any thing that wo uld 
bear o ut this theo ry .” 
The results o f Inv estigatio ns, said the 
phy sician, co nv inced him that so me 
my sterio us fo rce no t y et fo und o r de­ 
fined and as strange as the nerv e im­ 
pulse itself animated the brain cells, 
rhanged their fo rmatio n and their re­ 
latio ns and thus made fo r o r against 
mental efficiency regardless o f the size, 
weight o r o utward appearance o f the 
brain itself.

Thomas of 
this city, 
died at his 


home there last night at nine o’clock. 


Dr. Thomas suffered a stroke of p ar­ 
a ly sis last Friday and because of his 
advanced age death had been ex­ 
pected. 
Dr. Thomas was one of the 
oldest physicians in the county and 
engaged in the practice of medicine 
in Milrov for fifty-five years, retir­ 
ing from active practice only three 
or four years ago.

Dr. Thomas was married October 
14, 1858 to Miss Emily Clements of 


Franklin,

Mrs. Thomas died 
about fifteen years ago.

months provided it is kept at a low 
temperature. 
It is hardly possible, 
therefore, that canned or dried eggs 
will 
he 
ever 
displaced 
on 
store 
shelves. 


An egg plant, which the Depart­ 
ment regards as a standard looks 
more like the modern operating room 
of a hospital than a commercial in­ 
stitution. 
The eggs 011 their arrival 
at the plant are sent to a 
chilled 
room and kept there lor 24 hours 
at a temperature a few degrees above 
freezing. 
Then they 
are 
candled 
and all suspicious ones are discard­ 
ed. 


The graded eggs then go to the re­ 
frigerated room that is as 
aseptic 
and as well lighted as it is possible to 
make it. 
No dust or flies can get in 
and the 
temperature 
never 
rises 
above 05 degrees. 
It is water tight 
and steam proof so that it can 
be 
washed 
and 
steamed 
throughout 
The utensils for breaking the eggs 
are all metal so they can be steriliz­ 
ed in live steam. 
Before beginning 
work the 
operatives 
sterilze their 
hands much as a surgeon does before 
beginning an operation. 
The simil­ 
arity also extends to the donning of 
clean white caps and gowns. 


Each egg is broken into a separate 
cup and inspected before being put 
into the sterilized cans. Every doubt­ 
ful egg is discarded, the can up again 
sterilized and the operatives hands 
washed before touching another egg. 
In order to make certain that each 
egg gets sufficient attention the egg 
breakers are not allowed to exceed 
a definite number of eggs per hour. 


The canning of eggs is of immense 
benefit to the farmer because it pro­ 
vides him with a steady market at a 
time when warm weather makes it 
imperative that he dispose of 
his 
product in a hurry. 
It is 
also a 
market for small eggs, dark shelled 
eggs and other varieties that do not 
sell well in the shell. 


Kansas farmers 
have 
just dis­ 
covered a market for one of the most 
obnoxious of the native weeds, and 
all that now remains to make the 
state the greatest in the Union is for 
some scientist to discover a way to 
get oil from grasshoppers. 
For decades the 
soap 
weed or 
Spanish bayonet, has been the bug­ 
bear of the western Kansan, but he 
is uow baling it and 
selling it 
to 
the soap manufacturers at .$8 a ton, 
says a bulletin 
recently 
issued by 
the forest service. 
For un7numbered 
years the Mexican and Indian women 
used a concoction of the weed to 
wash their hair, but it took the white 
man a long time to learn its value. 
It has become a post in many of 
the national forests as its growth 
has a deleterious effect on all other 
vegetation. It has been roundly con­ 
demned by stockmen as it often killed 
cattle indiscreet enough to eat it. Ijts 
newly discovered commercial value, 
however, promises not only to clear 
it from the open prairies, but 
its 
cultivation is not an improbability.

Agriculture is doing muvli to encour­ 
age the vanning of eggs and claims 
that there are now more logical rea­ 


sons for vanned eggs than for almost 
any other food product now sold m 
tin«. 


For one thing vanned eggs will be 
cheaper than eggs in the shell for 
they will have been put up in the 
great egg producing farm corn belt 
at the time when hens are laying and 
fresh eggs are almost a drug on the 
market. 
The cans van be shipped in 
refrigerator ears closely packed and 
there will be no waste space for card 
board packing, while the present Id 
per cent loss for breakage will be 
saved. 


Before the Department endorsed 
there canning of eggs its specialists 
made a long and thorough bacterio­ 
logical study of eggs to 
determine 
what changes they underwent and 
what factors made them spoil. 
This 
spoiling was found to be due almost 
entirely to growing bacteria in the 
egg— a little warmth and a little air, 
and the 
damage 
was done. 
With 
other products the secret was found 
to he absolute cleanliness and heat. 
With eggs it is the same cleanliness 
combined with good 
grading 
and 
cold. 
Canned eggs 
have 
been 
tested 
after having been kept in storage a 
year and their quality and 
flavor 
found unimpaired. 
As one 
investi­ 
gator put it, the chief difference was 
that you opened 
them with a can 
opener instead 
of a 
spoon. 
They 
come to the 
consumer 
frozen and 
when melted they look and smell like 
fresh eggs broken into «a bowl and 
stired until the whites and yolks are 
mixed, except that they are a little 
thicker. 
Similar experiments have 
been made with dried eggs or egg 
powder, and this, too, will keep for
